Gives Picture 
Of ‘New Deal’ 
In Germany 
•> 
Attorney Wild Talks 
To Methodist Men’s 
C lub; Tells Viewpoint 


Dr. Aribert Wild, formerly ex­ 
change professor at Columbia Uni­ 
versity from the University of Ber­ 
lin, was the guest speaker at the 
first dinner meeting of the Metho­ 
dist Men’s club held Tuesday night, 
November I. He has also acted as 
professor of International law' at 
Chicago and Northwestern Univers­ 
ities. At the present time Dr. Wild 
is an attorney specializing in the 
field of international law' and makes 
his home in Palatine. He spoke on 
the subject, “The Germany of To­ 
day.” 
The speaker in opening his talk 
brought out the difference in the 
attitude of the individual in the 
totalitarian state and in a demo­ 
cratic state. 
In the totalitarian 
state the individual derives his pow’- 
er from the state and works for 
that state. Dr. Wild said, ‘‘In the 
totalitarian state, power is coneen 
trated, as compared with disper­ 
sion of powers in a democracy. The 
revolution in Germany has been a 
revolution of attitude of mind of 
the individual toward life nad to­ 
ward the other person. The indi­ 
vidual is committed to furtherance 
of the common welfare before the 
individual welfare.” 
Dr. Wild then outlined events as 
they have occurred 
in 
Germany 
since 11(33 when Hitler came into 
power with the National Socialist 
movement. He outlined briefly the 
reorganization that has 
gone on 
along political, economic, religious 
and racial lines. 
He pointed out that political re­ 
organization has been one mostly 
of concentration of governmental 
power. The economic reorganiza­ 
tion has been one to servo the pur­ 
pose of the state and not the indi­ 
vidual. Capital and labor relation­ 
ship was entirely changed. All em­ 
ployers’ and employees’ organiza­ 
tions were dissolved and a new or- 
anization was formed comprising 
both parties and is called the Labor 
Front. The entire relationship be­ 
tween employer and employee is 
supervised by a labor trustee. Some 
seven 
thousand 
separate 
wage 
scales have been established and 
clearly defined. Tho employer must 
have moral as 
well as 
business 
qualifications in order to continue 
in business, such has been the ex­ 
tent of the supervision. 
He continued that 
the 
racial 
problem is one of vast importance 
to the German state. To bring about 
a more healthful 
German race, 
government legislation has devel­ 
oped in the direction that the Ger­ 
man race and the Semetic race can­ 
not fully assimilate one another. 
The government has therefore pro­ 
hibited intermarriage of anyone of 
the Semetic race with Aryons. 
Dr. Wild stated that the attitude 
of the government in matters of re­ 
ligion is one that curtals the influ­ 
ence of church institutions in the 
field of political government. Pro­ 
testant and Catholic churches are 
practically subsidized by the state 
and both ministers and priests are 
paid by the government. Freedom 
of worship is granted, but the gov­ 
ernment prohibits the use of the 
pulpit for furtherance of political 
aims.

Farmer Wins 
Corn Contest 


Schoenbeck’s Crop In 
Record Yield Of 118 
Bushels Per Acre 


In a corn growers contest in 
Cook county, Alfred Schoenbeck, of 
Wheeling township had corn that 
averaged 117.93 bushels per acre. 
The test was made by harvesting 
25 hills in six consecutive places 
in the field. 
Other high yields in 
Chis test were Martin C. Meyer 
105.79 bushels, and Louis Bartholo­ 
mew' 94.93 bushels per acre. 
Figured on a 15.5% moisture 
basis the corn was recently har­ 
vested by a disinterested group of 
farmers. 
Schoenbeck planted De­ 
Kalb hybrid 493. 
The corn was 
planted May 12, on a good piece of 
land. 
“In a short time w’e will be 
reporting our corn yields from hy­ 
brid plots,” states Farm Adviser C. 
A. Hughes. 
“ While some of the 
yields were very high we must not 
be misled by a high yield alone. 
Early in the fall we came within 
an ace of having a frost that would 
have ruined most of the corn that 
made the high yields. 
“ It is quite certain that com 
that grows longer than other corn 
will yield more bushels per acre. 
The problem of Cook County farm ­ 
ers is to find a corn that will ma­ 
ture within a reasonable length of 
time and give a fair yield at the 
same time.”

Atheism of Europe 
Threatens America, Dr. 
Walter A. Maier Says 


Dark days may lie ahead for 
the churches of America, Dr. Wal­ 
ter A. Maier warned in his Sun­ 
day 
afternoon 
Lutheran 
Hour 
broadcast 
over 
a 
coast-to-coast 
network. Dr. Maier asserted that 
the anti-biblical philosophies and 
programs now in process in FIu- 
rope may be expected to cause a 
flood tied of anti-Christian agita­ 
tion in the United States, particu­ 
larly in intellectual circles. In sup­ 
port of this prediction, he cited the 
atheistic influences pervading cer­ 
tain American Universities as a 
backwash of the French revolution. 
Yet, Dr. Maier asserted, these at­ 
tacks on Christianity have often 
proved disguised blessings, purify­ 
ing and strengthening the churches. 
Of far more serious consequences, 
he said, is the subtle attack against 
the churches 
from within, “the 
slow poison of modern unbelief.” 
Commemorating the anniversary 
of the 16th century Reformation, he 
pointed out that the appeal for a 
20th century reformation embrac­ 
ing particularly the clergy and laity 
in a growing number of spiritually 
indifferent or “politely skeptical” 
churches is a foremost need. Ameri­ 
can Christians were urged to real­ 
ize that they “must take a definite 
and courageous stand against the 
inroads of unbelief” and be prepar­ 
ed to resist all attem pts directed at 
“compromising or removing the 
central 
truth

G resham ’s Law 
G resham ’s law is a law of eco­ 
nomics which reflects the experi­ 
ence that when two kind* of money 
are in circulation, such as paper 
money without backing, and old or 
secured paper money, the weaker 
money drives the stronger out of 
circulation. 


First Engineering School
